The board of health is today inves- 


tigating a serious case of wholesale 
milk poisoning which was discovered 
In this city yesterday. From 25 to 30 
cases were reported by different phy- 
sicians to the board, all being among 
families who take milk from the same 
dealer. 


The oases began r to develop yester- 


day, but whether they were from milk 
delivered that morning or not is not 
certain, as milk poisoning in many 
cases takes a few hours before it de- 
velops. 


The poisoned persons -were taken 


with practically the same symptoms, 
of intense pain in the stomach and in- 
testines, vomiting and other effects of 
poisoning. From investigations made 
as hastily as possibly it seemed prob- 
able that all the cases were of ptomaine- 
poisoning. 


This form of poisoning is the result 


of bacterial decomposition, and may 
result from disease among the cattle. 
A veterinary. purgeon physician went 
to the dairy of the milkman in ques- 
tion today to investigate the herd. 


Dr. Stafford, chairman of the board 


of health, was seen in regard to the 
matter this afternoon and said that 
from the indications it did not seem 
probable, that the poisoning was in any 
way the fault of the milk dealer. The 
board will take every precaution to 
se that no more of the dangerous, milk 
is sold, so that consumers need have 
no fear. 


Dr. Stafford said that none of the 


cases reported seemed likely to result 
fatally, although there were some se- 
rious cases. He placed the number of 
cases at about 25. 


The form of polaonlng is one that 


could not result from any 'criminal in- 
tent, although there are several poi- 
sons which in their first stages give 
about the same symptoms. 


Ptomaine poisoning is rare, espec- 


ially from mijk, but from the symp- 
toms, the doctors feel smfe the present 
is a typical case^of it, ^

British Admiral Disagrees Witb 


Our Naval Authority. 


VIEWS OH FIXED COAST DEPEHSES. 


Admiral P. H. Colowb's O»Ulo» 


Clmhe* With That of Captain Ma- 
lm it on the Great Value and De»lr. 
ability of r-lxed Forti-He Dreads 
the Effect of Such • Change on 
BrltUb Public Opinion. 


A recent editorial in the New York 


Sun on coast defenses is as follows: 


In the London Times of a recent date 


Admiral P. H. Colomb takes Captain 
Mahau to task for what the latter has 
said in favor of fixed coast defenses. He 
sighs at the thought that the United 
States will now be pesteiud by a de- 
mand for that which is "neither army 
nor navy, and which would be in most 
part mere waste of money and energy 
—namely, coast defense." As congress 
is expected to pass a liberal fortifica; 
tions bill at the present session, it be- 
comes of consequence to know whether 
Admiral Colomb's views or Captain 
Mahan'a are the more correct, at least 
as applied to the United States. 


The British naval officer regrets to 


find that "Captain Mahau has gone 
over to the enemy, bag and baggage." 
by admitting the great value and desir- 
ability of fixed forts. The famous Amer- 
ican critic, it appears, after arousing 
the world by his demonstration of the 
influence of sea power on history now 
"leads the crusade in favor of a very 
large, perhaps an .enormous, expendi- 
ture on what iii neither army nor navy,'' 
and Admiral Colomb also dreads the 
effect of such a change of front on Brit- 
ish public opinion. Indeed he remarks 
that one "mo?t competent authority, 
regarding naval warfare from Captain 
Mahan's present point of view," has 
declared that the fortifications of Plym- 
outh will not be complete until they 


! can resist tbe attack of all the navies of 
1 the world. 


The opinions of Captain Mahan thus 


condemned by Admiral. Colomb and by 
other correspondents of The Times are 
those he has expressed in pointing out 
the lessons of our war with Spain. One 
of these lessons he baa held to be that 
our lack of adequate coast defense was 
a drag upon aggressive naval operations 
at the start, while Spain's correspond- 
ing lack was to her even more serious. 
As to Captain Mahan's assertion that 


1 coast defense "is nearly a constant 


quantity," Admiral Colomb makes this 
reply: 


i 
"There is no end to the number of 


places claiming fortification, nor is there 
any end to the amount of .protection 
that each place will demand. Once we 
assume that naval force does not control 
the amount of force which the enemy 
can bring across the sea to the attack, 
or when we go to the extreme point of 
assuming that the use of coast defense 
is to 'free' the navy and to enable it to 
goon missions tbat are not defensive, 
then it is impossible to say what place 
will not be attacked and equally impos- 
sible to say how strong tho attack will 
be. 


"Coast defenses—which no one denies 


to be necessary to the superior naval 
power in certain small proportions—-can 
be kept within some limits by assuredly 
limiting the amount of force which may 
be brought against them. That again 
can only be done by placing the enemy's 
forces under such observation that they 
can only operate by means of evasion. 
If coast defenses are cf immense power, 
they may shelter the inferior fleet for a 
time. But all that ordinary fortifica- 
tions can do for the inferior naval pow- 
er is to force tbe band of the superior 
power to bring larger forces or a differ- 
ent kind of force for their attack." 


The British admiral says he would be 


glad if be could think tbat Captain 
Mahan "was really, like Lord St. Vin- 
cent, thinking about the old women at 
borne when be writes of coast defenses, 
but it cannot be so. He has embraced 
with all his arms the fallacy that coast 
defenses will free the fleet and suffer it 
to leave its rear open." Admiral Colomb 
continues: 


"I should have supposed that he could 


not have lost sight of the fact that if 
twenty millions had been spent on forti- 
fying New York, yet the appearance of 
Cervera's squadron five miles off tbe 
port would as readily bave drawn tbe 
whole. United States navy there as it 
waa drawn to Santiago. If the mere 
idea should bave put tbe American 
coasts into a state of panic, what would 
tbe reality of the blockade of New York 
have done? These mistaken views on 
coast defense are of very serious import 
to us. They will strengthen the hands 
of the reactionaries, and the war min- 
ister may find it impossible to limit his 
coming expenditure within those bounds 
which be so admirablyand wisely drew 
tbe other day." 


Admiral Colomb appears to be one of 


those British naval officers who have 
become so elated at Captain Mahan's 
demonstration of the importance of sea 
power that they rush to tbe extreme of 
conceding little or nothing to land pow- 
er, at least in shore defense. Bnt Cap- 
tain Mahan's view is the wiser. • 


Admiral Colomb speaks of tbe "pan- 


ic" created by the possibility of Cer- 
vera's attacking our northern coast. 
The truth is tbat at tbe outset we not 
only had not enough guns mounted in 
the forts, but were short of projectiles, 
powder and other appliances, whereas 
bad New York and other ports been 
properly fortified, as they noon will be, 
»fleet many times as strong aa Cer- 
vera's would bave been powerless 
against them, and tbe long detention of 
a- large part of our naval force at Nor- 
folk would not have been necessary. 
Captain Mahan has rightly drawn the 
lesson for us on this point, and con- 
gress, while mindful of the needs of tbe 
navy, will not wisely toga* tba bad

A SWEEPING PHOGBAM. 


Jtfen often speak words- that mean 


much raore than the thought which 
causes the utterance. Famous men 
are no exception to this. Take as an 
illustration this from Dr. Lyman Ab- 
bott's recent address in Boston on the 
Philippine question: 


"There is a third alternative. It is 


to see to it that the people in the 
Philippines and the people in Cuba are 
protected from violence from without 
and from anarcy within, and are de- 
veloped, educated 
and guided until 


they are able to establish self-govern- 
ing communities for themselves." 


This might be taken as a text for a 


sermon on civilization, including- the 
moral right of nations to interfere 
with each other. Have we a right to 
protect any people from "violence from 
without and from anarchy within?" 
If we have that we hafe a right to do 
as our own sweet will dictates. If we 
are to be protectors from "violence 
from without" we are the sole judge 
of what is violence; if we are to be 
protectors "from anarchy within" we 
are to be sole judge of what is anarchy. 


If we come to a conclusion that a 


certain external interference is "vio- 
lence and that a certain internaj dis- 
turbance is "anarchy" then we are 
justified in training our guns at one 
people- for another people or against 
a

for 
themselves,

think 
it. 
Herein 
lies 


the \thole question of democracy 
or empire; the whole question of in- 
ternational relations and the question ' 
' cf altruism. Are we to assume that in 
our -national life and in our social re- 
lationships are to be found the life and I 
relationships that should prevail for .

are we justified in forcing our form of

government and our social standards 
upon Those who have not this form ' 
or these standards? If the answer to i 
these questions is to be m the affirm- 
ative then we are bound by the highest 
duty to fire our guns and swing our , 
swords until all the peoples on the 
earth are living as we live or until j 
none are left to live a life that is not ' 
like curs. Nothing short of this is 
logically permissible under a program . 
that contains a protection from "vio- j 
lence from without and from anarchy 
within."

Washington. Jan. 21— The time of the 


house this week, except today, which 
was set aside for the consideration of 
District o<f Columbia business, will be 
devoted to the army reorganization bill. 


The consideration of this bill, which ia 


regarded us pre-eminently the most im- 
portant general measure to come before 
congress at this session, has been de- 
layed by the illness of Chairman Hull of 
the military affairs committee. He has 
recovered sufficiently to pilot the meas- 
ure, 
however, and the house has for- 


mally agreed to take up its consideration 
tomorrow. The general debate, not in- 
cluding three night sessions, is to con- 
tinue 15 hours. This ia as far as the 
agreement goes. It includes no pro- 
vision for a final vote. 


The debate promises to be both tater- 


eating and important, as it will raise all 


i the questions involved in increasing our 
Btanding army to 100.000 men, as proposed 
by the bill, together with our whole fu- 
ture policy relative to the territory ac- 
quired in the recent war with Spain 


There exist a wide variety of opinions 


on the proposition 'o inciease ;he stand- 
ing army. It has a stronr majcrlty of 
the"Republicans behind it, and it comes 
Into the house with the indorsement of 
the president's message, practically as 
an administration measure. The Demo- 
crats and Populists are Intensely hostile 
to the whole proposition and intend to 
fight it to the last ditch. They will have 
some support from the Republican side. 
The opposition, however, do not desire 
to embarrass the government and are 
willing to provide for a temporary in- 
crease in the army of 50,000 men in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the sub- 
stitute bill offered by the minority of the 
committee. Or they are willing to au- 
thorize the continuance, temporarily, of 
the present war strength of the regular 
army (62,000); anything, in fact, to pre- 
vent the creation of a permanent in- 
crease. In this they have the sympathy 
of many of the Republicans. 


The fate of the bill Is in grave doubt 


The statements made on the floor of the 
senate to the effect that it was not the 
intention of the government to bold the 
Philippines permanently, although their 
authoritative character was denied, hav« 
placed a weapon in the bands of the op- 
ponents of the measure, who will use the 
statement that there is doubt as to the 
future of the Philippines as a strong 
argument against a permanent increase 
of the regular army. The bill may not 
be completed this week, as 'the order 
permits its consideration to be inter- 
rupted- by appropriation bills &nd ccn- 
f erenre reports. One of these, the mili- 
tary academy, is on the calendar. The 
river and harbor bill will be reported to- 
day, and the naval bill probably before 
the end of the week. 


The fact that the aati-scalping bHl was 


made the unfinished business of the sen- 
ate by Saturday's vote does not neces- 
sarily insure its Immediate! considera- 
tion. The general understanding is that 
this bill will wait .upon the peace treaty 
and the appropriation bills, and that the 
Indian appropriation bill ,wjll be the first 
measure to receive the attention of the 
senate during the week. The diplo- 
matic- and pension appropriation bills 
also may be considered during the week. 


Several speeches on the subject of 


expansion are expected to be made. One 
of these, by Senator White, in opposition 
to the government's policy, will be made 
today, and Senator .Lodge will follow 
with a brief talk in support of the policy 
and in advocacy of the early ratification 
of the peace treaty. 


How much time will be. given to the 
treaty in executive session will be 
pend upon whethW the committee on 
foreign relations considers It In the in- 
terest of the treaty tb press considera- 
tion. 
There Is an effort to arrange a 


compromise, which' would permit speedy 
action upon the treaty, but if this is not 
'successful the indications are for con- 
siderable delay. .Two compromises are 
suggested. One of these is for a modifi- 
cation of the treaty, or. the adoption of 
a resolution declaratory against the per- 
manent holding of the Philippine archi- 
pelago, and the other is for a modifica- 
tion of the army reorganization bill, on 
lines desired by the treaty opponents. 
It Is not yet possible to state whether 
either course will b6 pursued. 


The senate passed the. Nicaragua canal 


bill Saturday. A number of amendments 
were made to the bill, and there were 
many short speeches ' during the day. 
There wae, however, jio opposition to a 
vote when the time came, and a roilcall 
developed only six votes in opposition to 
final passage. 


The Nicaragua bill, ms It passed, con- 


tinues ttys name of the Maritime Canal 
company. It provides for the issuance of 
1 000,000 shares of stock of $100 each. The 
canal company is -required to call in all 
the stock issued except that held by the 
Nicaraguan and 'Costa Rica'n govern- 
ments. The company is also required to 
redeem and cancel all bonds and scrip 
heretofore issued by the company and to 
satisfy all cash liabilities. To enable 
the company to comply with this re- 
quirement, treasury warrants to the 
•mount of 15,000.000 are authorized, with 
a proviso to the effect that only so much 
of the amount shall be paid a* shall be 
required to pay the actual value of the 
rights, privileges, franchises and prop- 
erty at the time of the payment,, the 
value to be determined by 'commissioners 
to be appointed by the president This 
being done the secretary of the treason- 
Is authorised to subscribe for 925,000 
.shares of the company's stock for the 
government of the United 'States. The 
present members of the board of direc- 
tors are then to resign and a board of 
seven is to be appointed la their stead 
consisting of five on behalf of the United 
States and one each on behalf of Nlcara 


flQOtff Ptllff iSiS*SiSm> 
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behalf of the United States are tb be ap 
pointed by the president, and confirmee 
bj the senate. No two of them art to be 
re«l<Hnta of any one state, and no per- 
son who has heretofore Deep interested 
in the canal company is to be appointed 
to this office. They are also prohibited 
from being Interested Hi contract* OB the 
canal. 


Each of the directors, except the presi- 


dent, is to receive a salary of ICMO per 
year and the president Is to have HOM. 
All travelling expense* are to be paid. 
Annual reports are required. 'There Is a 
provision against declaring a dividend 


to authorised to contract for tb* 


pletion of the canal within six years. 


The payments are restricted to 120,000 000 
annually. The canal is to he mad* targe 
enough "for the use of the large** sea- 
going vessels at a cost not to exceed the 
•estimate of tbe engineers and not to ex- 
«eed IW.MO.OW." This amount is made 
a permanent appropriation for the work 
to be used as Occasion may require. 


The bill gives the government a lien 


upon the property to secure the repay- 
ment of the moneys advanced and the 
president U empowered to declare for- 
feiture of the property to the United 
States without the necessity of Judicial 
or other ascertainment. Thereafter full 
title is to rest In the government of the 
United States. 


The president is authorised to suspend 


payments at any time. The president Is 
alao authorized to secure any change in 
or modification of the terms of the con- 
cern either from the concessionaires or 
frorn Nicaragua and Costa Rica. In case 
of failure In such negotiations, the presi- 
dent Is empowered to negotiate for an- 
other route across the Isthmus. He is 
further required to open negotiations for 
the abrogation of the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty or any other treaty found to be in 
existence and standing In the way of the 
construction of the canal. 


The neutrality of the canal is guaran- 


teed, but the right to protect it against 
interruptions of business between the 
Atlantic and Pacific coast of tbe United 
States is reserved.

In view of the disturbed conditions 


in Samoa the following article on Ger- 
many's power there will be of interest: 
Once npon a time there was in Wash- 
ington a most minor official who de- 
scribed himself as "a biger man than 
old Grant." Making the necessary al- 
lowances for the tropical and monarch- 
ical surroundings, that phrase describes 
the position of the president of the 
municipality of Apia, the present hold- 
er of which office, Dr. Eaffel, is assert- 
ing Germany's power in Samoa. The 
king lived in a three roomed cottage 
which the United States gave him. The 
president lives in a handsome house. 
When the president orders a tin of bis- 
cuits, the traders are glad to charge it 
and present the account at the end of 
the quarter. There is a law of the king- 
dom that no. store may extend credit to 
the king except on an order counter- 
signed by the president or the collector 
of customs. The king's wages are $48.60 
a month. The president's salary of $5,- 


i 000 a year is a fixed charge upon the 
government assets, and must be paid 
before the pittance is set aside for roy- 
alty. 


The president .exists by virtue of the 


Berlin act. In fact, everything in Sa- 
moa is constituted by that document 
with the exception of the three consuls 
and the'rebels. Three president, all 
Germans, have held the office. 
The 


courtly Freiherr Senfft von Filsach, the 
bumptious Schmidt and the learned and 
scholarly Dr. BafEel have consistently 
made the Samoan king and the Samoan 
government feel the force of Germany's 
hand. The Berlin act does not provide 
for any such thing as that. It is ex- 
pressly designed to secure the autonomy 
of Samoa. But in practice there is far 
less concern as to what the treaty pro- 
vides than as to what it can be made 
to mean. In general it has been easy to 
warp the treaty by local interpreta- 
tions, because Great Britain has not 
cared much for Samoa and the United 
States less. 


Ever since Samoa • baa found a place

j might of Germany. -It began with The- 
odore Weber, that truly wonderful or- 
ganiier, Vho not only created a mo- 
nopoly of the south sea island trade for 
the Finns Godeffroy, but also found 
time to create an empire which has al- 
ways juet eluded the German grasp, the 
man who is really responsible for the 


, Qorman colonial policy. He and bis suc- 


cessors tried in every way to give 
Samoa to Germany. The treaty changed 
' all that on the face of it. Nevertheless, 
German influence is maintained at top 
notch. That is the real duty of the 
president His hand, bearing always 
heavy on the native government, must 
teach the unvarying lesson that Ger- 
many means power. 


The Berlin act which constituted the 


presidency has defined also the duties of 
the president. As there is a double sys- 
tem, of administration in Samoa, one 
for the white residents and another for 
the native population, so is there a di- 
vision in the presidential duties. Upon 


, the white residents of Apia be bears as 


presiding officer of the municipal coun- 
cil, elected by the white peop.e of all 
.nationalities who have qualified by a 
residence of six months in the munici- 
pality. He is in effect a sort of mayor. 
The municipality has been gerryman- 


- dered into two wards in such a manner 


I as to secure the election of never fewer 
than three German councilors out of the 
BIZ provided by law. With the president 
a German the municipal council always 
has a majority of representation against 
all other nationalities, no mean advan- 
tage in itself. Upon the royal govern- 
ment 'of the Samoans he exercises a 
dominant sway through being receiver 
and custodian of the revenues. But the 
presidents havke not rested content with 


i whatithe law has given. There is a pe- 


I culiarity. about the Berlin act. Along- 
side of the moat positive definition of 
powers and functions it includes a par- 
allel series of vague and general state- 
ments which might bear almost any 
meaning. It has been within the power 
oft a German policy working steadily 
and consistently in Samoan affairs to 
place upon these vague aid general 
statements a construction ever favorable 
to the tightening of the German grasp 


' upon the kingdom. It was on account 


I of ,tho possibilities of power presented 


I by the office that Germany obtained 
from the other two powers the privilege 
of naming the president.

scholar. The indignation died out, tbe 
public meetings ceased to be held, citi- 
zens no longer went from public house 


, to public house along the beach with 
drafts of a new constitution which was 
to bring peace to Samoa. By common, 
yet unspoken, consent both Samoans 
and white people watched the turn of 
the event, all disposed to give their old 
acquaintance a fair show. Yet Schmidt 
proved impracticable. He had a few per- 
sonal traits which put a most acute ac- 
cent on his official bearing. In his rela- 
tions with the Samoan government he 
was BO complete a failure that King 
Malietoa appealed to the powers for the 
removal of the president.' 


With the white people he met with 


no better success. Keeping a tight grip 
on his German majority, he forced ob- 
noxious measures through the munici- 
pal council and shut off the debate of 
the helpless non-German minority, de- 
nying them even the scanty privilege of 
going on record with the reasons for 
their dissent. Thereupon the minority 
members of the council resigned. The 
president refused to issue the call for 
an election on the ground that members 
once elected must stay in office until 
the expiration of their terms. When he 
was forced out of this position, be did 
all in his power to hinder tbe election 
of good men. Then he attempted to in- 
troduce German as the official lan- 
guage, English having always been 
used previously. This created more stir, 
which made work for the consuls and 
went as far as Washington, London and 
Berlin. With all this he might have 
been yet in office but for a peculiar 
blunder. The relations became strained 
between himself and the German con- 
sul What representations the two offi- 
cials made to the authorities in Berlin 
cannot be known. The result was that 
President Schmidt-Dargitz resigned and 
left with much haste, and the consul 
was promoted to be a consul general. 


In picking its candidate for its third 


successive nomination to the Samoan 
presidency Germany chose Dr. Joannes 
Raffel, the district judge at Dar-e» 
Salam. in the German east African cof- 
ony. The choice was significant 
It in- 


dicated that Germany had tested the 
indifference of the other powers and 
had ventured to put Samoan affairs into 
the hands of one of ita colonial officials. 
It is only politically that Dr. Raffel is 
a dangerous factor. Personally be is all 
that could be desired. Education has 
put a fine polish on innate refinement. 
When he first arrived at Apia, he wag 
almost independent. He was inclined 
to be sociable. That was a novelty on 
the beach. Germans are obliged to ob- 
serve toward German officials the atti- 
tude of recognition of official superiori- 
ty. Other people are not obliged to copy 
the German attitude, but, if they do cot, 
then, as a rule, they do not find them- 
selves admitted to the company of the • 
officials. 


WhenJDr. Eaffel first came, he made 


acquaintance affably with everybody 
and seemed to think that he could dis- 
cuss public affairs informally with the 
citizen east of the slender Mulivai ' 
stream who might be American or Eng-, 
lish, just as he could talk over the same 
topics west of that stream in Matafele, 
which ' is German. Actually he spoke 
disrespectfully in those first days of the 
president's dwelling. He said it was 
too far from everybody, that it had no 
shelter, that the trade wind blew a gale 
through it all day long, that -he would 
like to live at the other end of the town 
in a house between the British and 
American consulates. This lasted for 
days, while Apia wondered. Then the 
president saw a great light and went 
promptly off to live where his predeces- 
sors had lived. In some way he acquired 
a fund of in formation, which made him 
a different man. Above all, he was 
made acquainted with, the fact that in 
Samoa the German attitude extends to 
the veriest details of life. 


It resnjts from all this that Germany 


governs Samoa, through two officials, 
, while its associate powers have but one 
representative each. In practice the «••*- 
tern works smoothly. Suppose «u° u»» 
mans on the beach see a chance for some 
regulation which will restrict others 
more than themselves. The information 
is soon carried to the president, with an 
intimation as to what he is expecte^ to 
do. The German majority in the mu- 
nicipal cQuncil can pass, any sort of reg- 
ulation or ordinance which comes along 
with the official recommendation. Hav- 
ing passed the council, the proposed or- 
dinance comes befora a board of the 
three consuls for review. If approved 
it becomes law; if disapproved, it 
may be returned, possibly amended 
and again sent up, or it may be sent 
to the chief justice. A German measure 
is by this system well fostered. The 
German president sees it through the 
municipal council the German consul 
takes charge of it when it comes before 
the consular board. The president is 
sure of £is official defender just one step 
above him. The way is smoothed for 
German measures, but it is an impas- 
sable up hill track for any legislation 
which does not suit German policy.

Hon. James B. Eustis, former United

against imperialism and the imperialistic 
policy of the American government. The 
representatives Of the people of this great 
country are combatting the idea, and I 
hardly feel-as though I were living in the 
republic of the United States; I feel as 
though I were living1 instead in some con- 
tinental country where imperialism is 
recognized, 


"The sentiment of the American people 


is against the rash idea of expansion; 
for to fight the Filipinos would mean loss 
of life to American soldiers in the future 
in a sickly clime, if this wild theory is 
carried out. There are only two persons 
whose ideas on the Question of annexing 
the Philippines have given me cause for 
seriou» thought. One of them thought 
that by annexation certain United States 
merchandise could b& sold to the Philip- 
pines. The other was a preacher who 
thought that by expansion and annexa- 
tion he could «U some Protestant bibles 
to the natives.

When these were 
cleared away, it was found that the 
sphere rested on the original clay bot- 
tom under the building and that to put 
it in place sections had been sawed out 
of two of the floor beams. These sec- 
tions bad then been replaced. The 
sphere weighs three tons and itiscalcu-

SHOULD EAT MORE .FRUIT. 


By Louis Roie. 


As a matter of health the Americar 


oeople should eat m9re fr»'lt. This has- 
oeen written so many tides that it maj 
teem needless at this time, but it is just 
is true as ever. The native of a wanr 
country who, conies here is at first aston- 
ished at the nation of meat eaters he 
Snds on these shores, and at tbe igno- 
rance display e<J in'the service and treat- 
ment of fruits and vegetables. 


At least two meals each day should 


find fruit on your table, and I desire 
briefly to discuss :ts service that you may 
obtain the most satisfactory results. 


Asagenera.rule.andone to which there 


is hardly an exception, fruit in its natu- 
ral or uncooked state should be served 
cold. Grape fruit, grapes, pears, peaches 
apples, branges, bananas, pineapples and 
plums come under this rule, while mel- 
ons—water melons or cantelopes—^should 
be chilled before taken to the table. 
Neither of the above fruits can be at 
their best if warm. This is especially tnM 
if they are served as a breakfast.dish. 


The mere mention of the above fruits 


rives an idea of the easily obtainable 
variety and alone demonstrates that at 
no season of tbe year is there a lack of 
this desirable table addition. As space 
will not permit attention to all kinds of 
fruit, we will thfe week consider several 
ways of treating tbat cheap, but ever 
welcome fruit, the orange. "With the 
coming of ,the holidays, the- season of 
the orange is always well begun and 


' from January to June, and even later, 
this healthful fruit is abundant in our 
markets and will add> materially to the 
resources of the housekeeper. 


With most summer fruits it is always a 


question how far cooking can add any- 
thing to the excellence of the natural 
product, but the orange lends itself very 
gracefully to the skilled hand of the 
cook. I^licious as is the raw orange 
as an appetizing prelude to "breakfast. 
It is even more delicate and satisfying in 
some of its elaborated forms. 


The cakes, creams, jellies, custards, 


etc., in which it figures are almost num- 
ber'ess, aiid I can <only point out in the 
space at my command a few of the most 
characteristic. Kany other combina- 
tions \vill suggest themselves to any In- 
genious cook. 


Orange Cream—iTake half a box ge'a- 


tine and a quart of milk and cream, half 
cream if possible. Soak the gelatine for 
an hour in milk enough to cover it, then 
dissolve by bringing the remainder of the 
milk to a boil and stirring it in. Add 
yolks three eggs an-d sugar and stir a lit- 
tle longer, then strain and set away to 
cool. Squeeze the juice of three or four 
oranges with the addition of the zes' 
made by rubbing the rinds -sv ith a lump oi 
cut sugar to absorb the essential 01 
which is thfr flavoring principle. Whir 
the cream, and when the custard is coole 
fitir in the orange juice, then the crearr 
mold and set in ice. This is not only c 
handsome but a delicious dish. In pre

Clyde Fitch, the author of "Nathan 


Hale," will some day forget himself and 
write: a really great play. Joking aside, 
however, he will never do It until he 
does forget himself. 


"Nathan Hale." the four act drama in 


which Nat C. Goodwin and Maxine El- 
liott are now appearing at the Knicker- 
bocker theater in this city, illustrates 
this fact very forcibly. If the whole 
play were as strong as the third act and 
even as some portions of the fourth act, 
Mr. Fitch might with Justice lay claim 
to being the foremost dramatist of 
America. 


These are the spots in the play in 


which be appears to have forgotten 
himself. In other places, where he has 
recollected that he is Clyde Fitch and 
's writing a stellar vehicle for two peo- 
ple, 
he becomes as theatric as any one 


of the better known dramatists in this 
country. 


The story jJeals with the well known 


adventures of the Revolutionary pa- 
triot Nathan Hale, who was subse- 
quently hanged as a spy on an apple 
tree in an orchard on Colonel Rutgers' 
farm at what is now the corner of Pike 
and Monroe streets in the extreme low- 
er end of New York city. History is not 
followed in a servile manner, but it is 
sustained sufficiently uto prevent many 
of the episodes used by Mr. Fitch from 
doing violence to the salient facts which 
are so well known to every school child. 


- Nathan Hate is In love with Alice Ad- 
ams, as is shown in the first act He ia 
a schoolteacher m the Union Grammar 
kcbool bouse in New London, Conn. The 
Brst act passes in April, 1775. 
[ The second act occurs In September, 
1776. 
A conference is being held at the 


residence of Colonel Knowlton on Har- 
lem height*. A letter from George 
Washington is read, in which the com- 
tnander-in-chief states that it l» abso- 
lutely necessary that Information of the 
enemy's plans shall be obtained. Oth- 
erwise, owing to the peculiar distribu- 
tion of the Continental forces at that 
time, bis army is in dang<>i of prac- 
tical extinction at the hands of the ene- 
my. After the call for a volunteer to 
obtain th|t Information there if dead 
•Hence, which la only broken when 
Colonel Knowlton expresses his sur- 
prise that no one should feel sufficiently 
interested hi tbe welfare of bis coun- 
try to undertake tbe mission, which he 
candidly state* to very apt to result in 
Oeatb.

To the protests of his fellow 
officers be replies that he conceives it 
to be the duty of a soldfler to do any- 
thing, no matter how distasteful it may 
be, which twill further the interests of 
the army/ His fiancee, Alice Adams, 
endeavors to dissuade him, but be is 
obdurate.

intrusted to Richard Mapsfleld. Of Mis* 
Elliott practically 'the same may be 


said. In Alice Adams she proves con- 
clusively that she is an actress of ra~e 
ability, but that her forte is not the 
veiy hea/y phases of dramatic in- 
terpretation.

This information has been discounted 
by the bad luck Which has persistently 
followed Mr. Irving for two years 01' 
more, culminating in his serious illness 
a short time ago. He was then obliged 
to abandon his tour, and a little later It 
was announced that be was anxious to 
secure a lessee for the Lyceum theater 
in London. Miss Terry's retirement 
from the Irving company ha* been one 
of the annual announcements for the 
last decade, but those who were in the 
"know" were aware that these rumors 
had no foundation in fact Last year, 
however, she really did leave the com- 
pany to attempt an independent star- 
ring tour, while Sir Henry was not play- 
ing. 
It was generally understood at the 


time that the experiment was made for 
the purpose of ascertaining whether or 
not Miss Terry without her principal, 
would have sufficient drawing power to 
warrant her exploitation as a star The 
experiment was satisfactory in every 
respect, and it was then decided, ac- 
cording to the best information at hand, 
that she would leave Sir Henry at the 
first favorable opportunity. It has now

needed no further hint "All the male 
clerks of this office," he said, "will 
meet me at Solari's at exactly 4:15, and 
the man who is one ramnte late will 
be looking for a new job tomorrow." 
There vas not an absentee. Higgins 
bought a basket of Piper, and thereby 
established himself in the good graces 
of hia clerks. He never bad occasion to 
dismiss one of them during his term of 
office, and there is not a clerk in that 
division of the treasury who does not 
sincerely regret the demise of Eugene

Bev . C. J. Palmer of Lanesboro
